1. Moroccan trad* with th* Sino-Soviat Bloc account# for * 
relatively sasll percentage of Morocco *e total trade. Ia 1956 trad* 
with the Sloe wa* 3.7 percent of ita total foreign trad*. Export* 
to the Sloe wanted to 64.7 million or 1.4 percent of total export*, 
vhlla laporta totalled 624*5 million or 5.5 percent of total Import*. 
During the firat alx month* of 1957 trade tv»nr continued at about 
the same rate. During thla period Moroccan export* to the Sloe 
totalled $4.7 Billion or 2.6 percent of total axperta, while laporta 
fro* the Bloc assented to 610.9 Billion or 5.0 percent of total 
import*. 

2. Co— rd at China, with It# large export* of green tee, eocoun- 
tad for 68 percent of Bloc trade A with Morocco. In the peat Moroccan 
purchase* of tea froai Co— nlat China, amounting to about 619 Billion 
annually, hate provided Co — un iat China with aiieeble franc earning*. 
Morocco'* exports to Co— uniat China tees been negligible. The new 
trade a g r ee— at mils for balanced trade between the tie countries, 
but it an— a unlikely that Morocco will expand significantly it* 
—port* to Co— iat China. 


3. Bbw trade a gree— n ta concluded by Morocco with Bloc countries 
sail fear an expansion in trade. Since gaining independence in March 
1956 Morocco has concluded a gr e e— n ta with six Bloc countries— th# 
USSR, Bulgaria, Caecho Slovakia , Coauuniat China, Hungary and fbland. 
Th* BLoc's Increasing — fhaaia on trade with Morocco ia a— uplifted 
by visit# to Morocco of various trad* ad— ions. The USSR baa asnt 
several trade delegations to contact gov ern— n t economic official* 
and local basins**— a oa the tuple— station of the Moroccan-Soviet 
trad* a greemen t. Several of the Hoc countries have presented impres- 
sive exhibit* at th* trade fetr held la Caaahlanea. 


4. Although general offers of econoede assistance have been made 
to Morocco by th* Blue— the most recent was reported in December 1957— 
none of these offers have been accepted. The Soviet* have offered a 
large nu m b e r of eeholarahlps in technical fields to Moroccan students, 
two of vhiah have been accepted. It is possible that educational 
exchange program* with other Bloc oouotriec will be Instituted.

The Bloc has alloyed trade erhihita at the 
Tunis International Trade Fairs to advertise their product#. Moreover, 
the Director of the Caechoatovek peviUon at the 1957 Fair a aaoraced 
that Csechohlovakla was {repaved to tooora a supplier of Industrial 
installation# and I nvestaaa t in Tanisi*. 


5. Bering the eras crisis ia Tunisia in the fall of 1957, Caecho- 
Slovakia lad lea tod its willing n e ss to study may requests for anas. 
Although the offer mm not accepted, the threat of Hoe arm was a 
factor in the crisis. General offers of econoeic assistance have toes 
aad* to Tunisia ly the Bloc, but none of these have tow accepted. 
Tunisia 1 * need for foreign aid end the uncertainty regarding French 
flaeaclal asslstanee, however, ray increase Tunisia's receptivity to 
Bloc offers.

if— iT i percentage of Ita total foraign trade « Trade with tha Bloo in 
tha fir at half of 1957, although eboving an ineraaaa over tha fir at 
half of 1956, was laaa than 1 paroant of Algeria *e total trade. 
Algerian exports to the Bloo during January-Juna 1957 totalled $2,5 
million (1.1 paroant of total exports) compared to $2,2 million 
(1 percent of total exports} during tha comparable 1956 period. 
Imports from the Bloc during January-Juna 1957 amounted to $3.3 
million (0,7 percent of total imports) compared to $1.7 million 
(0.5 psreent of total import#) during January-Juna 1956. 

2, Reports of Bloc aid to tha Algerian Nationalists have been 
difficult to substantiate, although it is possible that some arms and 
equipment have been provided, probably through Egypt. 
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
